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Koji Y0NEKURA a , Hiroyoshi 0HASHI b and Kazuaki OHASHT: Identitiy of Duchesnea 
indica var. albicarpa Y. N. Lee ( Rosaceae ) from Korea 
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Summary: Duchesnea indica var. albicarpa 
Y. N. Lee is a synonym of Potentilla indica 
(Andrews) Th. Wolf f. albocaput (Naruh.) H. 
Ohashi. 

Duchesnea indica var. albicarpa Y. N. 
Lee is described by Lee (2004) from Cheju- 
do Island, Korea with fine pictures of fruits. 
The variety is characterized by having white 
fruiting receptacles and achenes. It is, how¬ 
ever, not a new taxon, but entirely identical 
with the taxon already known as Potentilla 
indica (Andrews) Th. Wolf f. albocaput 
(Naruh.) H. Ohashi (Duchesnea indica 
(Andrews) Locke f. albocaput Naruh.) de¬ 
scribed from Lukui Prefecture, Japan 
(Ohashi and Ohashi 2008). 

We consider the plant should be treated as 
a form of the mother species, since it is dis¬ 
tinguished from Duchesnea indica merely 
by its white fruiting receptacles. Hence the 
name is treated here at the rank of form as 
follows:
